to do more than to hold our own. We are supposed 

to be advancing. We are not called to be an army 
of occupation. Our high calling is to be an army of con- 
quest. Evangelism is the very first and supreme mission 
of the Church of the living God. 

An evangelistic service is more than a few songs, a 
special number or two, and a sermon. It is more than a 
place to congregate the people and arrange bazaars, rum- 
mage sales, and strawberry socials. It is the place to 
preach the gospel of the power of Christ Jesus, that can 
change a man from a sinner to a saint. Evangelism is 
souls. 

The greatest need of God’s people today is not more 
theory about the truth but more power to carry out 
what we already know—the power of the precious Holy 
Spirit. A church without the Holy Spirit is like a factory 
equipped with modern machinery but without power to 
turn the wheels. We need the mighty supernatural power 
of the living God. 

When Paul said, “Do the work of an evangelist,” he 
was writing to a pastor. Evangelism, I believe, must have 
a place in every minister’s life whatever his special call- 
ing might be. And if he doesn’t feel very evangelistic, 
it is my conviction that he just needs to touch God once 
more and say, “God, help me to have a love and a passion 
for souls.” It is not the sermons that count so much, but 
it is the souls at stake that are so important. 

“Now Jericho,” the Scripture says, “was straitly shut 
up because of the children of Israel.” Oh, they put up 
the gates all right. They said, “We are not going to let 
this Pentecostal group get hold of our heights.” But God 
planned the campaign for the defeat of Jericho. That’s 
the only kind of evangelistic service that will succeed— 
the one that God plans. We don’t know how to master 
the devil any more than we can control the clouds or 

old the sea in our hands, but if God plans the camp- 

ign, there is victory. 

God outlined His plan. He said, “The first thing I want 


ZT HE PEOPLE of the Church of the living God are 
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you to do is to march around the wall. Everybody march! 
I don’t want you here for anything else.” He didn’t call 
for any special songs. He just said, “I want you there. 
Be there, bench-warmers and attendance-swellers”—it’s 
amazing, but that’s what God wanted them to be. When 
your church is in revival, don’t miss a service. You may 
not feel very important, but you may thwart the plan 
of God by being absent, 

Then He gave the order of service. Someone might say, 
“Oh, that’s surely hard on us. We don’t believe in any 
orders of service.” But God said, “I want the infantry 
first, then I want you seven preachers to come blowing 
your trumpets.” The trumpets were not of silver but were 
rams’ horns, which made a very dull sound. They made 
no show whatever. Why? This was so that the excellency 
of God’s power and glory might be seen. It is not our ser- 
mons that will turn the town upside down. It is the 
excellency of the power of God that will do that. 

I can see the children of Israel that first day as they 
went around those walls. The whole crowd was here— 
everybody. Some today are saying, “It can’t happen here. 
The pastor is too young, the evangelist is too old, the 
weather is too bad, the night is too foggy.” It will never 
work till they all come and march. 


ON THE SECOND DAY around, they did the 
same thing again. I imagine some of them said, “Now, 
really, fellows, we have been through a lot of strange 
things, but this just goes too far. I'll tell you, we need a 
change of pastors around here! What possible connection 
can there be between walking around a city, tooting a 
horn, and the walls falling down? That’s stupid.” It didn’t 
seem so stupid when all the walls were turned upside 
down. 

If Joshua had any doubts, he kept them to himself. And 
I should like to admonish you that if you have any mis- 
givings whether or not we are going to have a big move 
for God, just shut your mouth a little. If you don’t give 
those doubts any fresh air, maybe they will die. We need 
less talk and more walk! 

Do you know why the Israelites marched around those 
walls? It was because it was clearly evident that this was

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Follow peace with all men, 


and holiness, without which no 
man shall see the Lord.—He- 
brews 12:14 


ROBABLY no other text has 
been employed more frequently 
by Church of God preachers 
than the one cited. The reason is that 
this familiar passage contains the 
roots of our fundamental standard of 
Christian living—holiness. The pi- 
oneers of our Church preached holi- 
ness with no alternative except hell, 
and we are to do no less today. In 
fact, we should herald the doctrine 
much more intensely, because these 
are the last days. The nefarious forces 
of ungodliness and worldliness con- 
front us everywhere to an ever-in- 
creasing degree. The only combatant 
is holiness preached without fear and 
lived without compromise. 
AN INTENSE APPEAL 
The writer of Hebrews issued an in- 
tensely strong command which the 
casual reader overlooks. The com- 
mand is an injunction to pursue peace 
and holiness actively, and there is no 
connotation whatsoever that a pas- 
sive mode of following is meant. The 
imperative form of the Greek verb 
dioko is used by the writer. According 
to Thayer’s Lexicon, it means “to seek 
after eagerly” or “earnestly endeavor 
to acquire.” Therefore, it means to 
pursue or prosecute an objective with 
an output of great effort. Since the 
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imperative form here is in the present 
tense, it substantiates the idea of con- 
tinual pursuit, a constant endeavor 
with no relenting whatsoever. 

A TWOFOLD OBJECTIVE 

The desire that Christians should 
endeavor to live in peace with all men 
is enjoined upon us in the same breath 
with that of holi- 
ness. Peace is the 
relationship that 
a Christian is to maintain, insomuch 
as is possible, not only with other chil- 
dren of God, but with unbelievers also. 
“All men” includes friend and foe; the 
law of Christ makes no exception. It 
was Jesus who said, “Blessed are the 
peacemakers: for they shall be called 
the children of God,” Matt. 5:9. He 
was expressing the idea of making 
peace, in fact, creating peace. 

To manifest peace is to model one’s 
self after the Prince of Peace. Includ- 
ed in the benediction of the heavenly 
host on the night of His birth was 
“on earth peace, good will toward 
men.” Here we see that peace is the 
will of God even as our sanctification 
is. The peaceful, Christlike spirit was 
urged upon Timothy by Paul: “And 
the servant of the Lord must not 
strive; but be gentle unto all men, apt 
to teach, patient, In meekness in-

structing those that oppose them- 
selves,” 2 Timothy 2:24, 25a. It is clear 
that successful evangelism, especially 
concerning the recovery of errant 


‘Christians and backsliders, requires 


humility and peacefulness on the part 
of the soul-winner. 

If peace is our proper relationship 
with all men, then holiness is demand- 
ed of us in order to be rightly related 
to God. The Greek 
for “holiness” is 
hagiasmon and is 
equivalent to sanctification. The ap- 
peal, then, is to personal purity and 
to the fact that the Christian has a 
role in determining that purity. If we, 
as God’s people, are to be holy despite 
the mass currents of worldliness that 
are trying to inundate our founda- 
tions, we must know how to abstain 
dogmatically from evil. We believe and 
have experienced sanctification 
through faith in the blood of Christ 
through the Word and by the Holy 
Ghost. And our initial experience 
wrought by the Holy Ghost must be 
continually maintained. Paul wrote 
Timothy, “If a man therefore’ purge 
himself . . . he shall be a vessel unto 
honor, sanctified,” 2 Timothy 2:21la 
The same idea is expressed in H

. y 3 Great Awakening of 1800 


By JESSE M. BADEN 


From the Great Awakening in the Appalachian states came the Holiness 
revival of the mid-nineteenth century. From the Holiness revival came the 
Pentecostal Awakening of the present day. 


At the beginning of the nineteenth century, there was 
an urgent need for a spiritual awakening throughout the 
young nation. A widespread religious indifference, linked 
with French infidelity, had settled over the land. At this 
time only about six per cent of the population belonged 
to a church. 

For those who know Yale University now it is difficult 
to think that at the turn of the nineteenth century the 
college was permeated with French infidelity. There were 
few students who were not contaminated by it. We are 
told that “the degree to which it prevailed may be judged 
by the fact that a considerable portion of the class which 
he (President Dwight) first taught had assumed the 
names of the English and French infidels and were more 
familiarly known by them than their own.” 


Marked Change Manifest 

When Timothy Dwight was called to the presidency of 
Yale College in 1795, he encouraged the freest discussion 
in classes on the part of his students. Having listened to 
their doubts and arguments, he preached in the chapel a 
series of sermons by which the whole philosophy of skep- 
ticism was answered. Through his earnest and logical 
preaching, a marked change was soon manifest in the 
life of the college. This was followed by a revival in the 
spring of 1802, when 75 out of 230 students were convert- 
ed and united with the Church. It is said that later al- 
most one-half of the 75 gave themselves to the preaching 
of the gospel. The young president’s Christian influence 
on the college, as someone has expressed it, was this: 
“From the day he faced his students in the chapel of 
Yale College, infidelity has been a vanishing force in the 
history of the American people.” 

Within a period of five or six years, not less than 150 
churches throughout New England experienced a revival. 
In western Pennsylvania and northeastern Ohio, the 
churches experienced a spiritual awakening. Also there 
were revivals taking place in the western portion of the 
State of New York. The Presbyterian churches shared 
mainly in this work. 


Thousands Gathered 
James McGready, one of the outstanding leaders in 
Kentucky, was a Presbyterian minister. He was an influ- 
ence to Barton W. Stone, who was also a minister of the 
me faith and a forceful leader in the Kentucky revivals, 
greatest of which centered about Cane Ridge in 
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Bourbon County. In this revival the Baptists, Methodists, 
and Presbyterians united. Stone made the following state- 
ment about the Cane Ridge meeting, “This memorable 
meeting started on Thursday or Friday before the third 
Lord’s Day in August, 1801. The roads were literally 
crowded with wagons, carriages, horsemen, and footmen 
who were moving to the solemn camp... It was judged 
by military men on the ground that there were between 
twenty and thirty thousand collected. Four or five preach- 
ers were frequently speaking at the same time in differ- 
ent parts of the camp but without confusion. They were 
of one mind and one soul, and the salvation of sinners 
semed to be the great object of all. The numbers convert- 
ed will be known only in eternity. Many things tran- 
spired there which were so much like miracles that, if 
they were not, they had the same effect on infidels and 
unbelievers as miracles, for many of them by these were 
convinced that Jesus was the Christ, and bowed in sub- 
mission to Him.” 

After Cane Ridge, Barton Stone, dissatisfied with some 
of the articles in the creeds to which he could not as- 
sent, became the leader of a new group of congregations 
which called themselves “Christian Churches.” In 1832 
he and Alexander Campbell, of Bethany, West Virginia, 
merged their two communions into one, and today this 
communion is known in the United States as the “Disci- 
ples of Christ.” 

Showers of Grace 


WHAT HAPPENED in the Cane Ridge revival 
took place in other parts of Kentucky and extended also 
into Tennessee, Georgia, the Carolinas, and the south and 
southwest “with veritable showers of grace.” There were 
no evangelists or camp meetings in New England as 
there were in the South. The pastors, for the most part, 
did their own preaching. The principal means relied up- 
on was the “preaching of the Word.” The excitement 
and huge crowds which characterized the awakening in 
the South were absent. 

It should be noted that in Kentucky and the West, 
this awakening was preceded by seasons of earnest 
prayer. Christians entered into a solemn covenant to 
spend a definite portion of time in prayer for the salva- 
tion of men. A half hour at sunset Saturday and a half 
hour before sunrise on Sunday were the times usually

Yes, Lahaina Church of God moves for Christ. Sitting 
here looking out of our big lanai window and watching 
the great ocean waves move in and break upon the beach 
below, I get a vision of our little work moving on for 
Christ, the Saviour of mankind. 

Now, a few words about our fair little city of Lahaina. 
Many years ago it was the capital of the Hawaiian 
Islands, but, of course, Honolulu is now the capital. La- 
haina has a population of about five thousand and is lo- 
cated on the ocean front where one can watch the beau- 
tiful sunsets every evening. Then turning around and 
looking at the green sugar cane fields on the sloping foot- 
hills of beautiful cloud-covered mountains in the back- 
ground, a person sees one of the loveliest sights he has 
ever seen. 

Sugar and pineapple plantations are the main source 
of work. Almost everyone is connected by some means 
with the plantations. 


Church One Block Off Main Street 

Our little church is located one block off the main 
street and two blocks from the center of town. At present 
the parsonage is six miles out of town. It is a lovely place 
with plenty of room for all visitors who may come by, for 
it has ten large rooms. It’s located by the ocean with a 
private beach. After we have finished our new church, 
we hope some day, by the Lord’s help, to build a beautiful 
new parsonage in town. 

Brother Carey, our new overseer, has a great vision for 
the Church of God in the Islands. He and I plan to lay 
the foundation for our new church sometime during Oc- 
tober. A church in the mainland is helping raise the 
money for our new church, which will cost about six 
thousand dollars. We do appreciate all that they are do- 
ing. We have just about enough to lay the foundation, 
and we are trusting God to supply the rest of the finance 
as it is needed. We know that He will, because He knows 
that our little building is much too small to take care of 
the people who are now attending our services. We need 
all the help that we can get, for our people are not fi- 
nancially able to help much. 


L.W.W.B. Raised Over Six Hundred Dollars 
Our L.W.W.B. is working hard each month to raise 
money to furnish the inside of our new church. They are 
doing a fine job, too, because they can work and make 
things only once a month as the plantations pay the 
first of every month. They have raised over six hundred 
dollars since we have been here to help meet church 


eeds. 
& Brother Helton, a fine minister and pastor of the 
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Church of God in Hilo, came in August and conducted a 
three weeks’ revival. Six souls were saved and the church 
was greatly blessed in many ways under Brother Hel- 
ton’s sound preaching. The Lord willing, we expect to 
conduct him a revival in November. The pastors have to 
conduct one another revivals, for we have no evangelists 
at present, but the field is open for one. 

God has richly blessed us in Lahaina these past eleven 
months. I want to say that all the success we have had 
since being here, we give the praise and honor to Jesus 
Christ, our Lord, because without Him nothing could have 
been done. 

God has given us thirteen saved and sanctified, twenty- 
one filled with the Holy Ghost and a nice church set in 
order in May of this year with thirty-one members. For 
this year Sister O’Bannon and I, with all of the church 
people, have put as our goal to lead at least one soul to 
Christ. We have a vision of greater things ahead for La- 
haina, if the Lord tarries. 

The Church of God is highly respected here, and all 
over the island of Maui we are known as those people 
who sing and pray loudly. There is only one Church of 
God on Maui at present, but by God’s help we plan to 
have another on the other side of the Island someday. 

We thank all of you who have faithfully prayed for us. 
We desire your prayers in the future, especially for the 
new church so that soon we shall have a place large 
enough to put our people and those we are trusting 
Christ to help us win for Him.—Yours for Hawaii.

agreed upon for this purpose. No great spiritual awaken- 
ing has ever taken place within the churches, from Pente- 
cost until now, apart from prayer. 
Infidelity Overthrown 

Historians tell us of some definite results following 
these revivals which were held during the early part of 
the nineteenth century. First, infidelity was overthrown. 
Preachers proclaimed the gospel with a new courage; 
weak churches grew strong; and Christian activities 
throbbed with the pulsations of a new life. It can be 
stated that “Every condition of society was reached from 
the cultured classes of staid New England to the untu- 
tored settlers on the frontier of what then constituted 
the remote West. Infidelity became a vanishing force, and 
the religious character of the nation was assured for gen- 
erations to come.” 

Churches Strengthened 

Second, the churches were strengthened. As a result of 
the revival, it was estimated that in Kentucky alone 
10,000 persons were added to the Baptist churches. From 
1800 to 1803, the Methodist Church received about 40,000 
new members throughout the country. There was scarce- 
ly a religious denomination which did not share in the 
fruits of this remarkable revival. Concerning the re- 
newed spiritual life, one preacher wrote in 1803. “Neigh- 
borhoods noted for their vicious and profligate manners 
are now as much noted for their piety and good order. 
Drunkards, profane swearers, liars, quarrelsome persons 
are remarkably reformed.” 

Missionary Enterprises 

Third, missionary and philanthropic enterprises were 
inaugurated. One can name only a few. In 1810 the 
American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions 
was organized by Samuel J. Mills and others. The Bap- 
tists organized their Missionary Society in 1814,'and the 
Methodists organized theirs in 1819. The American Bible 
Society was started in 1816. The American Tract Society 
was formed in 1814. Andover Theological Seminary was 
begun in 1809 by the Congregationalists. By 1827 seven- 
teen theological seminaries were started by different de- 
nominations. 

Thus, the awakening of 1800 was fully as remarkable 
as any which ever renewed the life of the churches on 
the North American continent.

God’s will for them. Although they couldn’t understand all 
about it, they submitted to the will of God and marched 
anyway. Hallelujah! The commission of the Lord is for 
us to go out and rescue the lost and heal the sick.

They obeyed be- 
cause it was the will of God, and they had faith in God. 
After all, God had said the walls would fall, and what 
else could happen? 

I rather imagine that when the news reached Jericho 
that a strange people were coming up from the desert, a 
few of the old-timers in Jericho said, “Oh, don’t be afraid; 
their fathers came here forty years ago, and when they 
saw the height of our walls they were astonished. When 
they saw us, their hearts melted within them for fear. 
Don’t worry.” 
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What they didn’t know was that these people were now 
united. They were agreed. They loved one another, and 
they were ready to march together to take the city. Unity 
among the Christians is one of the greatest things to 
bring revival. Oh, I plead with you to unite with your 
church and your pastor. Ask for forgiveness if you need 
to, or if you sense that somebody has something against 
you, go see him about it. If you will forgive one another, 
the Lord will forgive you, and you can go on marching. 
Glory to God! 


F INALLY, the seventh day came. My, did the 
Jerichoites get a surprise that day! Instead of those peo- 
ple just going around once that morning, they started 
around the second time. I guess the people inside crawled 
up and looked over the walls and said, “These are ‘sure 
enough’ fanatics. Look at this; they’re going around a 
second and a third time. What in the world are they up 
to, anyway?” They were carrying out God’s instructions. 
They were completely organized. A lot of folks don’t like 
to admit it, but God planned the whole thing weeks in 
advance. 

God instructed them that on the last time around the 
preachers were to blow the horns and the people were to 
shout. “But I just don’t think that you ought to tell peo- 
ple when to say, ‘Hallelujah,’ ” I hear somebody say. Well, 
I do, from this. I just have to believe it. God said there 
is a time to shout and a time to keep quiet. Most of us 
have not learned when to keep our mouths shut. I think 
maybe we all have been a little noisy at the wrong time. 
God gave them the instructions about the right place for 
shouting, and He didn’t make any allowance for the 
“quiet, conservative type,” either. He just said that the 
whole group was to shout. That is the secret of victory— 
believing God and obeying what He says. 

On that last time around when the trumpets began 
sounding and the people started shouting, God did what 
He said He would do. The old walls were pulverized and 
were spilled out so that the children of Israel could march 
on to victory. With all my heart, I believe that the lost 
can easily be reached if we will do our part to weep, 
pray, march, and “be there” when God tells us to be 
there. 

The Israelites marched around the whole city. If they 
had gone around only two or three blocks, that would 
have been all they would have taken, for they would 
have been able to take only what they had marched 
around. With God’s help, let’s go around the whole metro- 
politan area. “Shout; for the Lord hath given you the 
city.’,—From THE PENTECOSTAL EVANGEL.

Hamilton, of YFC Bible clubs; Frank- 
lin Robbie, director of an expanding 
Youth Guidance program in the State 
of Montana; and ae Arnold 
Peterson from Minneapolis’ Hospitali- 
ty House and the county juvenile 
court; Chaplain Howard Blandau, of 
the Iowa Training School for Boys; 
and Chaplain Robert Ruddell, of the 
Nebraska State Penitentiary. Special 
guest soloist for the sessions will be 
America’s own great basso who has 
sung for presidents and kings, Bill 
Carle. 

A unique feature of the conference 
is the tentative scheduling of one ses- 
sion at the Nebraska Training School 
for Boys and another at the state 
prison. In addition to the institutional 
phase of the sessions, material will be 
given on summer camping programs 
and community juvenile work. 

The conference is open to interest- 
ed pastors, church youth leaders, busi- 
nessmen, Bible school and college stu- 
dents, as well as YFC directors. Full 
information may be had by writing 
Youth Guidance Program, 109 N. Cross 
Street, Wheaton, Ill. 

(MNS) At the end of last year, 
Evangelist Tommy Hicks returned to 
Argentina. Many friends there urged 
him to return to conduct another 
evangelistic campaign in Buenos Aires, 
where he had held one in May, 1954. 

The Atlanta Stadium in Buenos 
Aires was engaged, and after about a 
week of meetings, the crowds were 
numbering from five to eight thou- 
sand. Then, one of the Ministers of 
Government ordered the meetings 
closed and refused permission to hold 
further services. 

Reports reached the N.A.E. Office of 
Affairs in Washington that Mr. Hicks 
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was being held in hotel arrest by the 
Argentine police. A check through 
U. S Government officials confirmed 
the fact that, after two weeks of hotel 
arrest, Mr. Hicks was released on Feb- 
ruary 4 with the stipulation that no 
more meetings be held. 

No official reason for this action 
has been given. Indications are that, 
due to the current friction between 
the Argentine Government and the 
Catholic Church, it was deemed in- 
advisable to hold Protestant meetings 
in stadiums at this time. 

(MNS) Bishop Thomas A. Melton, 
Chairman of the Board of Foreign 
Missions of the PENTECOSTAL HOLI- 
NESS CHURCH, left February 15 to 
visit that board’s work in Hawaii, 
Hong Kong, India, and the Union of 
South Africa. He will return to the 
United States the last of April. 

Bishop Melton will be in South Afri- 
ca at Easter time to preside over the 
South African Annual Conference of 
the Pentecostal Church. 


(MNS) The World Conference of 
Pentecostal Churches to be held in 
Stockholm, Sweden, will begin on Mon- 
day, June 13, at 4:00 p.m., with a wel- 
come service for all delegates in the 
Philadelphia Church, 5-7 Roerstrands- 
gatan, Stockholm. That same night 
the public opening service will be held 
in a special conference tent seating 
12,000 persons. 

Accommodations and meals will be 
arranged by a special agency, “Reso,” 
which will contact all delegates and 
observers by mail at their home ad- 
dress and will give information as to 
where they will be located during the 
conference. 

Upon arrival in Stockholm, travelers 
by air, rail, or ship will be met by 
guides and directed to their destina- 
tion. The conference will end on June 


20.

(MNS) From Argentina comes the 
report that there is a new law pend- 
ing signature which states that no 
open air meetings—religious, political, 
or any other kind—will be allowed, ex- 
cept at times of national elections. 

In view of the existing conflict be- 
tween the Argentine Government and 
the Roman Catholic Church, this pre- 
sumably would be aimed at further re- 
straining the Catholic hierarchy. In 
view of the fact that such a law would 
oe curtail Protestant mission- 
ary activity as well, this is a matter 





deserving of the prayer attention of 
the evangelical public. 


The youth department of the As- 
semblies of God will launch a nation- 
wide reading of the book of Acts with 
observance of the ninth annual 
Christ’s Ambassadors Day, April 24, 
‘the Reverend Richard Fulmer, nation- 
al secretary, has announced. 

Some 100,000 Christ’s Ambassadors 
throughout the United States are ex- 
pected to participate in a mass read- 
ing of the book of Acts beginning with 
the Christ’s Ambassadors Day services. 
Through cooperation of the American 
Bible Society, copies of the book of 
Acts have been secured for distribu- 
tion to all Assemblies of God young 
people. The Reverend Fulmer expects 
50,000 copies of the book of Acts to be 
given to C. A.’s during the opening day 
of the drive. 

Launching of the reading project is 
a continuation of the One-Eight Cru- 
sade, a youth witnessing program 
which has extended through the past 
year. More than 4,000,000 tracts have 
been distributed by Assemblies of God 
youth during the crusade. 

C. A. groups in some 7,000 churches 
are expected to join the national drive 
to read the book of Acts and to con- 
tinue their project of witnessing. Cop- 
ies of this book are being made avail- 
able without cost to groups which 
agree to read them.
